grain is protected by the beards 
and chaff, and the threshing 
machine threshes off the beards 
and chaff and the straw is taken 
away and leaves the pure 
wheat all clean and nice ready 
for the garner. 

I wonder 11 some peopre have 
only been the straw or chaff or 
beards to support and mature 
others and now they are Cast- 
aways—fallen inge sin and ex- 
cluded from the Church, If 
such is the case they have sure- 
ly made themselves such, for 
the Lord wants pure wheat [ am 
sure, and “willeth not the 
death of any.” Whether this 
comparison is correct or not it 
is a fact that some who have 
worked with us for years and 
sacrificed and toiled to build up 
the Church are now gone as 
if blown away by the wind like 
the chaff. And chaff and straw 
are both valuable for a while, 
but there comes a time when 
there must be a separation and 
only the pure wheat remains. 

If this new sharp threshing 
instrument that has teeth is the 
Church of God, then she has 
nothing to fear, because God 
through the mouth of Isaiah has 
spoken words about what ever 
it is that is made the threshing 
instrument that forever estab- 
lishes ft. “Fear thou not,” saith 
God, “for I am with thee: be 
not dismayed; for I am thy God: 
I will strengthen thee; yea, I 
will help thee; yea, I will uphold 
thee with the right hand of my 
righteousness.”

Thou shalt seek them 
and shalt not find them, even 
them that contended with thee: 
they that war against thee shall 
be as nothing, and as a thing 
of nought. For I the Lord thy 
God will hold thy right hand, 
saying unto thee, Fear not; I 
will help thee.” (Isaiah 41:10- 

3) 

Yes, the trying time has sure- 
ly come and every child of God 
must draw close to Him so you 
may be kept by this mighty 
power.

‘Jesus saith unto them, If ye 
were Abraham’s children, ye 
would do the works of Abra- 
ham.” 

One of the greatest deeds we 
notice recorded in Abraham’s 
life was tithe-paying. Now are 
you Abraham’s children? Ex- 
cept your righteousness exceed 
the righteousness of the 
scribes and Pharisees ye shall 
in no wise enter into the king- 
dom of heaven. They paid 
tithe of mint and anise and cum- 


nin and have omitted the 
weightier matter of the law, 
judgment, mercy and faith, 


these ought ye to have done 
and not to leave the other un- 
done. 

One of the greatest and most 
important subjects in the Bihle 
is tithing and giving and should 
be one of the greatest in the 
Church of God in our, day.

When the Jews wanted Jesus 
to give them a sign from heaven, 
He called their attention to the 
signs on the earth which were 
abundant and which they ignor- 
ed, “He said unto them, When 
it is evening, ye say, it will be 
fair weather: for the sky is red 
and lowering. O ye hypocrites, 
ye can discern the face of the 
sky; but can ye not discern the 
signs of the times?” Matt. 16: 


2-3; Luke 12:56.

Sunset red and morning gray, 
Will set the traveler on his way; 
Sunset gray and morning red, 
brings the tempest on his head. 


Every age or dispensation ol 
the world’s history has a sunset 
to it just as truly as the day 
lias, and at the close of each age 
there are sunset signs that indi- 
cate the moral weather for the 
coming age. A pale sunset is a 
forecast of stormy weather for 
the morrow. 

At the close of the Jewish age 
there was the paleness of death 
everyWhere in faith, in piety, in 
the true knowledge of God’s 
Word, in the temple and in the 
syhagogue. ‘he ashy paleness 
of death was manifest every- 
Where and it culminated in the 
pale face of God’s dear Son 
hanging on the cross. 

We are told that about forty 
years after the pale sunset in the 
dead face of Jesus, the Roman 
armies captured Jerusalem and 
killed a million Jews and plowed 
the streets of their city and dis- 
persed the twelve tribes among 
all nations, and for nearly two 
thousand years they have en- 
dured innumerable of 
persecutions.

Let us open our Bibles and no- 
tice some of the things which 
ihe prophetic spirit mentions in 
connection with the closing days 
of this age. 

1 Chariots run without horses, 
“The Chariots shall be with flam- 
ing torches in the day of his pre- 
paration, and the fir trees shall 
be terribly shaken. The chariots 
shall rage in the streets, they 
shall justle one against another 
in the broad ways: they shall 
seem like torches, they shall run 
like the lightnings.” Nahum 2: 
3-4. You will notice that this 
prophecy does not apply to every 
seneration, but it is to be fulfill- 
ej at a particular time, when 
tne Lord is preparing for His 
coming. 

2 Great travel. “Many shall 
run to and fro, and knowledge 
shall be increased.” Dan. 12:4. 
We notice that this is to be in 
the time of the end. We are told 
that at the close of the Civil war 
in the U. S., there started a per- 
fect stampede of traveling by 
various people on the earth, and 
especially by Americans. In the 
last few years the most aston- 
ishing means of travel for rapid 
transit on sea and land have 
been constructed. Palatial 
steamships running thirty miles 
an hour, velvet lined palaces on 
wheels running seventy miles an 
hour, bicycles, automobiles, sub- 
marines, and aeroplanes indicat- 
ing an enormous impulse of 
modern travel. If the word 
“run” in the prophecy indicates 
speed then the word “many” in- 
dicates the countless multitude

4. The Great Apostasy. Paul 
says that before the coming of 
ithe Lord there will come a fall- 
ing away. (2 Thes. 2:3.) Instead 
lof the churches converting the 
world as carnal and ignorant 
preachers vainly teach, the 
Scriptures declare that evil men 
and impostors shall wax worse 
and worse to the end of the age. 
Read 2 Tim. 3:1-3, 2 Tim. 4:1-4, 
2 Peter 3:1-18, Luke 17:26-37, 
Luke 21, and Matt. 24, in speak- 
ing of the last days. Jesus says, 

“Kor many shall come in my 
name, saying, | am Christ; and 
shall deceive many.” 

I have met some in the last 
few years who boldly affirmed 
that they were Christ, and I 
have heard of some who claimed 
that they were God, the Father, 
and one claimed that he was the 
Holy Ghost. So we can plainly 
see that the end is near at hand. 
Jesus said, So likewise ye, when 
ve shall see all these things, 
know that it is near, even at the 
doors.” Matt. 24:33. “But as 
the days of Noah were, so shall 
also the coming of the Son of 
man be.” Matt. 24:37. Read 
Matt. 24:38-42.
